The mofet infamous legislation 
in all history ne\t to the " trick " by 
which silver was outlawed in 1873, was 
the .Lord Liverpool act, passed in 1815, 
by which the poor debtor was compelled 
to pay his debts above forty shillings, 
not in silver, which had heretofore been 
legal tender, but in gold alone, the 
scarcest coin. 


The Feel act of 18-14, \\hich was passed 


on the theory that the rise and fall of 
the rate of discount by the Bank of 
England would bring in or send out 
gold, was a pernicious act, but not half 
btush a misery to the people of England. 
The Liverpool act demonetizing silver 
was followed by a money famine such 
as the people of this country are now 
experieiuiug 
For a time all barter 


was stopped. Stocks sold by the ream 
in Lombard street a& they are now be- 
ing t^old in Wall street, and it was not 
till some one found £200,000 of bank 
notes that had not been issued in the 
vaultri of the Bank of England that the 
panic was stopped

Western People Becoming Alarmed »iid 


Calling: in ICnstern Funds. 


Special to the JOURNAL.] 


NEW YOEK, June 14.—The shipment 


of currency to the West and South by 
New York banks continued to-day and 
excited much comment. The amount 
sent out yesterday is estimated at more 
than $1,000,000 and another million was 
ordered to-day. The amount sent out 
mainly to the west within the last ten 
days is believed to exceed $14,000,000. 
The bankers agree in saying the demand 
is largely due to the distrust prevailing 
everywhere 
in 
the 
country, 
and 


especially in the west, where there has 
been a great many failures both of 
banks and commercial houses. The 
stringency of the money market is 
being experienced at both ends of the 
line now. Savings banks, as well as 
other banks out west are all fortifying 
themselves 
as 
much as possible, 


especially the country savings banks, 
causing the hoarding of money in those 
places and a constant drain upon the 
banks of New York city. As a result 
many New York banks are being com- 
pelled to call in loants in order to main- 
tain the lawful reserve. 


As an indication of how the mone- 


tary stringency is affecting trade in all 
ramifications, it is reported in Wall 
street to-day that three large mercan- 
tile houses in Chicago are endeavoring 
to get extensions in this city from 
wholesale houses of which they bought 
goods 
Another indication of the 


stringency is the fact that a large mer- 
cantile house in this city of first-class 
credit and abundant assets had to pay 
12 per cent for an extention to tide it 
over the tight place. A lack o? buying 
is also reported to be one of the un- 
favorable conditions and it is generally 
attributed to curtailments of credits, 
the bad state of affairs in the west and 
generally to the money stringency and 
a lack of confidence.

tailed. The KoUUmgs attribute th o.so 
failure-; to the Bullion Purchase Act, 
but u.s ono of them oci urred iu Canada, 
it is very evident that the purchase of 
mlver i^ not the c.iuse of the financial 
trouble. Tho Bullion Punhase Act if 
executed in aciordauce \vithits letter 
aud spirit would relieve Ihe stringency 
in the moaey market, instead of mak- 
ing money scarcer, by having silver 
coined aud put ui circulation, to re- 
deem the obligations of tho govern- 
ment. It is the policy of paying gold 
exclusively out of tho treasury aud 
suspending the coinage of silver, not 
tho purchase of 4,500,000 ounces of 
silver monthly, that is causing banks 
and business houses to suspend. There 
is not gold enough for the commercial 
requirements of the country and Wall 
street decrees that 110 more silver shall 
be coined aud the leaders of the old 
political parties obey its mandates and 
combine their forces to fight the silver 
men. 


W. L. WILSON, president of a Ne- 


braska bank, has written a letter to 
Secretary Morton urgently inviting his 
attention to the desirability of experi- 
menting in the perpetuation of the 
buffalo in the Aleutian islands. The 
bank with which Mr. Wilson is con- 
nected now controls a herd of buffalo 
which it desires to sell to the govern- 
ment. Under the last administration 
$20,000 was expended in importing 
raindeer from Siberia to Alaska and 
the government employs two officials 
stpadily to groom and train them, and 
a& this administration is carrying out 
thd policy of the preceding one there is 
p« -eason why it should not engage in 
i aising buffaloes.

A GIIEAT DISBATK. 


The Town Hall in Mortgage Flat Crotvfleil 


to Sntt'otiatlon. 


Probably the greatest debate on the 


financial question ever listened to took 
place at Mortgage Flat last night. 
Long before the debate was to begin 
every seat was occupied and even 
standing room was it a premium. The 
golclbugs were out in force and deter- 
mined to give their champion a rousing 
reception. The Populists, though en- 
veloped in cheaper raiment than the 
gold bugs, outnumbered them three to 
one. 
Th^y wore not quite so boisterous 


HO the gold bugs, bui a look at their 
makeup showed that they were not in a 
condition to be easily hypnotized by 
grandiloquent, spread-eagle oratory, so 
often indulged in by the paid cloclama- 
tiouists of the shylocks. But the}' were 
there to weigh argument, sift out the 
dross and absorb the facts. The first 
speaker to enter the hall was Prince 
Hershfeldt, the millionaire bondholder 
and champion goldbug hypnotize!- of 
modern times. He was gorgeously ar- 
rayed in the finest of broadcloth. Ho 
wore an immense diamond pin, which 
dnzzled the eyes of the goldbugs and 
caused them to applaud the expounder 
of their faith to the echo. The prince 
woro high-heeled slippers with large 
gold buckles, and the very appropriate 
motto engraved thereon, "That our 
currency must and shall rest oil a gold 
foundation." As he took his seat on 
tho platform his opponent entered the 
hall. The Populist took the goldbugs 
completely by surprise. They expected 
to see a man dressed in fashionable 
attire, with hair and beard properly 
arranged, but in place of that they 
found the massive form of Solomon 
Gorse enveloped in a massive suit of 
Kentucky jeans. He wore a pair of No. 
11 cowhide boot?; his caloused hands 
and sunburnt i-ice showed that he was 
a genuine farmer. As Mr. Hersfeldt 
noticed the personal appearance of his 
opponent an intense look of disgust 
overspread his countenance, lie •uas 
about to leave the platform, but a, few 
of the goldbugs realized the situation 
and persuaded him to remain. 


Chairman Deacon Jones introduced 


Prince Hershfeldt to the audience as 
the greatest goldbug orator living. 


The prince opened the debate by 


delivering an eulogy on the highly 
prosperous condition of the country. 
He quoted from statistics to show that 
we were the wealthiest nation on earth 
our wealth amounted to $1,000 per 
capita. He told about the enormous 
crops of gold and wheat, the countless 
herds of cattle and Hocks of sheep, the 
numerous cattle kings, the immense 
bank deposits, the great foreign trade 
and the tremendous sums of money 
paid to the farmers each year for their 
crops and that the farmers were the 
lords of creation. He told of the costly 
mansions erected by our moneyed men 
and referred to the beautiful palace just 
completed by John Sherman at a cost 
of $150,000 as an evidence of thrift and 
prosperity. 
He closed Lis argument 


with a magnificent peroration on the 
Kothschilds, classing them as the great- 
est public benefactors that the two 
hemispheres ever produced,and the only 
thing lacking to bring about the finan- 
cial millenium was the repeal of the 
bullion purchase act of 1890. This 
would inspire confidence abroad and 
Europe would then gladly loan us what 
gold we needed to transact our busi- 
ness at a very low rate of interest. 


The goldbugs were spellbound and 


believed the orator to be inspired. As 
soon as they regained consciousness 
enough to realize that tho prince had 
concluded his argument they broke 
forth in a storm of applause, the band 
struck up " Hail Columbia " and bedlam 
reigned supreme. 
Tho goldbugs ex- 


pected to see Solomon Gorse slink 
away without attempting to reply to 
the prince's argument, but they were 
doomed to disappointment. 


As soon as the noise subsided Deacon 


Jones stepped to the front of the plat- 
form, and 
in introducing Solomon 


Gorse to the audience apologized for 
his personal appearance, telling them 
that Mr. Gorse's farm was heavily mort- 
gaged and that he was getting behind 
with the interest and was obliged to 
practice the most rigid economy in 
order to prevent foreclosure. 


Mr. Gorse in replying to Mr. Hersh- 


feldt's argument about the great pros- 
perity which was abroad in the land, 
said: "The prince has only told you 
one-half the story; it now remains for 
me to tell the other half, and for you 
to decide. My opponent quite forcibly 
alluded to the great wealth of our 
country, but he failed to tell how this 
great wealth was distributed among 
our people. Ho did not tell you that 
less than l-2000th of the population 
of this country owned more than one- 
half of its wealth. He did not tell you 
that forty years ago the farmers owned 
five-eights of the property of the "United 
States; while to-day they own less than 
one-fifth, and that fifth is mortgaged 
for 10 per cent more than' it is assessed 
for." 


Mr. Gorse dwelt at considerable 


length on the process of contraction 
which was inaugurated a short time 
after the close of the rebellion. When 
the money kings heard of the great 
bonanzas being discovered on the Corn- 
stock they feared that silver might 
take the place of the paper currency 
which had been destroyed and would 
enable the people to still carry on the 
business of the country on a cash basis. 
In 1872, when the Crown Point and 
Belcher bonanzas were pouring our 
their millions of bullion evsry month 
and the mines of Eastern Nevada gave 
promise 
of an immense yield, the 


bankers and bondholders of Europe 
and Wall street met and decreed that 
silver must be demonetized and the 
world bonded on a gold basis. An agent

we all know the result. When Mr. 
Gorse aluded to the remark made by 
Prince Hershfpldt about inspiring con- 
fidence abroad so we could borrow gold 
of Europe to transact our business it 
took the house by storm. The audience 
was so intensely interested 
in Mr,, 


Gorse's illustration of the process of 
contraction in this country and borrow- 
ing from Europe that they did not 
notice the prince sneak out of the back 
door. 


Mr. Gorse closed his argument with a 


genuine burst of eloquence that cap- 
tured the goldbugs en masse. They 
oU'ered to make up u, purse and pay off 
his mortgage, but he declined the offer, 
saying that he wan no better than his 
i'ellow men and preferred to suffer with 
them until the legalized financial crime 
of the past twenty-eight years had been 
righted. 


Thero is no use disguising the fact 


Solomon Gorse has captured the town 
and Mortgage Flat will poll a unani- 
mous Populist vote at the next elec- 
tion.
